A critical need identified by AmeriCorps and AmeriCorps*VISTA is employment for people with disabilities. A
Harris Survey sponsored by the National Organization on Disability shows that only about 34% of working-age
Americans with Disability have regular, full-time employment. Compare this fact with the projection that over the
next ten years a record number of people will retire creating an employment shortage—10 to 15 million jobs (The
Erickson Tribune, January 2007, page 6). The time is now to take the advantage of the AmeriCorps and
AmeriCorps*VISTA pathways to training and employment.

AmeriCorps or AmeriCorps*VISTA members receive benefits for the term of their service. Benefits for full-time
members include:

Living Allowance between $9996 and $10,900 Education Award of $4,725
Eligible for Health Insurance Eligible for Child Care
FICA Workers Compensation

Part-time members receive proportionately fewer benefits depending on the length of term, but all are provided
with a remarkable opportunity to serve!
